House and Senate

WASHINGTON, June 16— Conpress today wrote into law over President Truman's veto 
an npproprintion.s bill putting the U. S. cmpliy-ment wprvice under the federal security. 

The nenate'.s vote came thi.i afternoon after it liiid voted lo override Mr. Truman's veto 
on the so-ciillcd Bulwinlde bill, which permit.i rnilroada to 
make rale iigrecmenta without fear of nnti-trust hwn, if 
approved by the interatatc commerce commis.iion. 

Several hours earlier the houHo had voted to override the 
nppropriatioii.s niea.'iure, authorizinK JOV.I.gM.OOO for the 
federal security agency. Attached to the act wna a rider re- 
(luiring the tran.sfer of the USES from the labor depart- 
ment to the FSA. 

The Buhvinklc bill now moves from the senate to the 
houae for action there.

Russia's ob.structlonlst policy makes big 
four aRreemcnt on a peace treaty for all of 
Germany Impo.sslble at thl.-; time. 

The recovery of western Europe depends 
on the EtrenBthcning of German Indu.slrj-. At 
the same time Industrial production and dis- 
tribution must be carefully controlled, 

Germany must be started to-A^nrd self- 
Bovcrnment. But a strongly centralized, 
independent Germany would aRaln become 
a danger to wortd pence, 

Russia Is making a stronc bid tor popular- 
ity with talk. of a "unified" Germany, Tlils 
appeals more to the tradition ot German 
political thought than the promise of a 
loosely- federated democracy, thouRh the In- 
telligent German miLst know that this "uni- 
fied" Germany would be a pollcc-ruIed 
satellite of the communist empire. 

These are Ingredients of the complicated 
situation that the six governments tackled 
when they met In London. France and her 
neighbors brought with them a well-founded 
fear of Germany, based on two devastating 
Invasions In this century. They may not 
have got all they wanted, but they did re- 
ceive some comforting: a.ssurances. 

Tlic United State.i and Britain will not 
withdraw their troops from Germany "until 
the peace of Europe Is secured." This ob- 
viously moans that the occupation will last as 
long as there Is a threat of war with Bus,Ma. 

The occupying powers will have the power 
of veto over any constitution drawn up by 
the western German states. They will have 
control of Germany's disarmament and de- 
mllitarlEatlon, and over the level of Industrial 
production and certain projects of .iclcnllfic 
research. 

Specifically, the production and distribu- 
tion ot the Ruhr Industries will be In the 
hands of the occupying powers, Accecs to Ihn 
Ruhr's coal, coko and steel will be open to 
the co-operating Marshall plan countries. 
An Inspection .system will be ,';ct up to^con- 
tlnue these safeguards when the occupation 
Is finally ended. 

Now that the bUioprlnt is flnl.'^lied the del- 
icate Job of administration must be con- 
sidered- This will call for hlghe.-il ,itate.';- 
manship and wisest Judgment. The respon- 
sibility lies heaviest on the American and 
British governments. 

. Recently there have been a lot of ru- 
mors that private buslnP.Vi inlerejit-i are work- 
ing lor a moderate control of Ruhr produc- 
tion In the hope of a bis clean-up when 
that production gets rolllns. Any such fi- 
nagling, of course, would be a catastrophe. 
It will be a difficult Job to keep Germany 
economically strong and politically harmless. 
But it must be done. For If it in not a re- 
vived reich might finally succeed In brlnK" 
ing about a war between Russia and the west, 
and emerge as the ruling power of a wrecked 
Europe. To avoid thi.^ It will be necessary 
to do more than govern by mllllar>' order. 
The limited renai.-^.sance of Gemany will re- 
quire management that is not only Intelli- 
gent, but incorruptible.

It will be up to 
the people lo decide If they want a city 
manager in place of our present commission 
cet-up. 

The present city admlnlstr.Hlon. it will 
bo recalled, went on record during the last 
election as favoring a city manager form of 
government for Twin Falls, saying that It 
would work for such a change when it.s term 
expired, rather than to seek re-elcctlon. 

Twin FallB has grown to such an extent 
that it's almost next to impossible for the 
city councllmcn, serving as commissioners of 
different departmcnLs. to devote the time 
that's required by their respective offices. 

Consequently, because these commL^'^ loners 
cannot mako a lull-time business of m.inag- 
Ing city affairs, Inefficiency Is bound to be- 
come a factor in many more ways thnn one. 
In fact, they are subjected to many criticL^ms 
which aro Inconsiderate when the magnitude 
of their part-time responsibilities is tal;en 
Into consideration. 

There'll be dlsaKrcement, of course, but if 
thB Junior Chamber of Commerce Is sut^cess- 
ful In giving us all a better understaniing 
of how the city manager system operates and 
what the advantages of such a system would 
be, we'll at least be In better position to judge 
what method of administration would be 
more logical In our particular case.
